Office Action Summary

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DETAILED ACTION

This action is in response to applicant's amendment received on 12/06/02. 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 


2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claim 13 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

In claim 13, it is not clear what "two opposing lateral rows of cutting marks... positioned 
between the longitudinal and lateral rows of the cutting marks'' encompass. 


4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by 
another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title 
before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 


The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application being examined 
was not (1) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily published under 35 U.S.C. 
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122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment 
by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

5. As best understood, claims 7, 9-1 1 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Shimizu et al. 

Shimizu discloses the process including a strip 100 having a plurality of substrate areas, 
providing a plurality of alignment marks 18a (Fig.3A), providing a plurality of cutting marks 2 
(Fig.3A), positioning the saw machine with respect to the substrate area, cutting each individual 
substrate areas (Fig. 1 A). 


6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claim 12 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Shimizu 
et al. in view of Drussel et al. 


Shimizu discloses the method substantially as claimed except for two substrate strips 
juxtaposed for cutting. However, Drussel teaches the use of the method of twosubstrate strips 
juxtaposed for cutting for the purpose of increasing the production. It would have been obvious

to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to have modified Shiniizu's 
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device by providing the method of two substrate strips juxtaposed for cutting as taught by 
Drussel in order to increase the production. 


Response to Arguments 

8. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 7, 9-1 1 and 12 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. The examiner 
agrees that the 102 (a) rejection is improper, but applicant considered the prior art of 
Shimizu as relevant art against the invention. For that reason the 102(e) is proper and 
it is not consider to be a new ground of rejection. Applicant argues that the cutting 
marks of the invention are different from Shimizu' s cutting marks. The examiner 
considers that Shimizu' s cutting marks are used to define the cutting tracks. Also, 
there is no indication in claims that avoid the used of a pair of cutting marks to define 
the cutting track.
